“There  is  still  a frontier  in 
America,  opportunities  for 
those  who  are  willing  to 
work  and  overcome  difficul- 
ties,” was  the  theme  of  the 
address  given  by  Dr.  Carl- 
ton Culmsee,  director  of  the 
extension  division  and  pro- 
fessor of  Journalism  Wed- 
nesday in.  College  hall. 

"People  claim  that  there  is  no 
more  American  frontier  with  its 
unlimited  opportunities  of  expan- 
sion,” he  declared.  He  further 
said  that  for  this  reason  there  is 
a widespread  tendency  to  be  pes- 
simistic about  the  chances  and 
opportunities  for  the  youth  of 
America.  "In  1890  when  the 
physical  frontier  of  America  end- 
ed, a group  of  forces  came  togeth- 
er and  undermined  the  optimism 
of  certain  people,  and  an  age  of 
pessimistic  disollusionment  was 
ushered  in,"  he  said. 

"The  frontier  has  always  pre- 
sented great  difficulties,  and  it 
has  always  been  closed  to  those 
who  lacked  initiative,  energy,  am- 
bition, and  resourcefulness,”  he 
averred.  "If  we  shift  our  point  of 
view  from  the  physical  resources 
of  America  to  the  human  re- 
sources within  us,  we  can  appre- 
ciate the  endless  possibilities  and 
convert  the  world  into  one  of  joy 
and  optimism,”  he  declared. 

"America  is  still  young  and  full 
of  opportunities,  and  we  shall 
have  these  opportunities  as  long 
as  we  have  faith,  resourcefulness, 
and  appreciate  the  Higher  Power 
who  rules  the  universe,”  he  con- 
cluded.

Spring  Speeds 
Work  on  Chapel 

The  completion  of  twenty-two 
weeks  of  construction  on  the  B. 
B.U.  chapel  and  religious  center 
project  finds  the  southeast  wing 
of  the  building  ready  for  laying 
the  roof,  according  to  Bert  Rus- 
sell, construction  foreman. 

The  southeast  wing  includes 
the  kitchen,  the  club  room,  and 
the  banquet  hall  and  will  be  one 
story.  The  south  wing  which  in- 
cludes the  offices  and  class  room 
is  up  to  the  square  and  is  ready 
for  work  to  commence  on  the 
second  floor,  according  to  Mr. 
Russel.  Forms  for  pouring  the 
cement  on  the  floors  of  the  sec- 
ond floor  of  this  part  of  the  build- 
ing are  already  being  construct- 
ed, and  the  cement  will  soon  be 
poured. 

Work  on  all  other  parts  of  the 
building  is  progressing  rapidly. 
Workmen  are  laying  brick  and 
placing  the  cast-stone  facing  on 
the  walls  of  the  chapel  which 
composes  the  north  section  of 
the  building.  Many  of  the  steel 
window  frames  have  been  set  in 
place  as  the  brick  laying  has  pro- 
pressed. 

About  one  fifth  of  the  brick 
laying  of  the  entire  building  has 
been  completed  and  as  soon  as 
weather  permits  work  on  all 
parts  of  the  building  will  go 
forward  much  faster,  states  Mr. 
Russell.

Course  Offered 

An  innovation  in  college  in- 
struction will  be  made  this  spring 
with  a class  in  genealogical  re- 
search, taught  by  Dr.  Joseph 
Sudweeks.  It  will  be  offered  as 
part  of  the  religious  education 
curriculum. 

Dealing  with  the  study  of  gen- 
ealogical research  methods,  the 
course  will  offer  students  an  op- 
portunity to  investigate,  under 
professional  guidance,  their  own 
ancestral  lines.  Individual  re- 
search, as  much  as  possible,  will 
constitute  class,  activity.  Special 
features  during  the  quarter  will 
be  lectures  given  by  members  of 
the  staff  of  the  Genealogical  li- 
brary of  Salt  Lake  City. 

Open  to  any  student  having 
had  the  initial  class  in  genealogy, 
the  course  has  been  approved  by 
the  Genealogical  society  of  Utah. 

Students  will  make  use  of  the 
21,000  volume  Geenalogical  li- 
brary as  well  as  the  collection  in 
the  Heber  J.  Grant  library  on  the 
campus.

Carl  Van  Doren  has  filled  a 
variety  of  roles  such  as  head  mas- 
ter of  the  Brearly  School,  teach- 
er and  lecture  at  Columbia,  liter- 
ary editor  of  the  Nation  and  Cen- 
tury, editor-in-chief  of  the  Liter- 
a:y  Guild,  critic,  novelist,  biogra- 
pher, public  speaker,  and  student 
of  America.  During  the  years 
spent  in  such  service,  he  worked 
continually  on  his  biography  of 
Benjamin  Franklin  which  his 
won  the  Pulitzer*  Prize  since  its 
completion. 

Rudolph  Ganz,  Pianist 

Rudolph  Ganz,  who  will  ap- 
pear as  guest  artist  with  the  B. 
Y.  U.  symphony  orchestra  was 
born  in  Zurich,  Switzerland.  He. 
made  his  first  public  appearance 
as  pianist  at  the  age  of  seven- 
teen with  the  Lausanne  Munici- 
pal Orchestra.  Since  then  he  has 
constantly  won  praise.  Recently 
he  was  selected  to  replace  the  late 
Ernest  Schelling  as  conductor  of 
the  concerts  for  young  people  at 


the  New  York  Philharmonic  or 
chestra  which  are  presented 
weekly  on  Saturday  mornings  ov- 
er the  Columbia  Boadcasting  sys- 
tem. 

Mr.  Ganz  was  born  in  Zurich, 
Switzerland.  He  made  his  first 
pubHc  appearance  at  the  age 
twelve  as  Cellist. 


fed.  From  the  first  sober 
tones  of  the  prologue  until  the 
conclusion,  the  play  moved  rapid- 
ly through  a colorful  diversity  of 
scenes — from  rollicking  comedy 
to  pathos.  Enhanced  by  a com- 
paratively modern  setting  and 
costumes,  and  enlivened  by  a 
bevy  of  spirited  chorus  girls,  this 
drama  is  much  more  appealing 
and  modern  than  its  somber  pre- 
decessor, Everyman. 

Play  Has  Moral  Theme 

At  a synoptic  glance,  the  play 
involves  the  following  plot.  Ev- 
erywoman, attended  by  her  trio 
of  virtues  Modesty,  Beauty,  and 
Youth,  succumbs  to  the  guides  of 
Flattery  and  goes  in  search  of 
Love  at  the  theater  where  she 
temporarily  yields  to  Passion  who 
poses  as  Love.  The  sophisticated 
theater  life  frightens  away  Mo- 
desty and  Everywoman  seeks  for- 
getfulness for  her  loss  in  revel- 
ry. To  a party  she  invites  a reti- 
nue of  vices— Greed,  Vanity,  Self, 
Wealth — guests  who  have  be- 
come her  companions  in  the  dis- 
soluteness of  the  theater  whirl. 
Once  again  she  is  deluded  in  love, 
this  time  by  a pseudo-lover, 
Wealth. 

The  most  poignant  scenes  of 
the  play  follow — the  scene  *n 
which  Beauty  dies  and  the  one  in 
which  Everywoman,  repulsed  by 
her  own  ugliness  and  forsaken  by 
all  her  virtues,  finds  herself  utter- 
ly alone. 

Finally  Truth  leads  Everywo- 
man back  to  her  home  where  she 
finds  King  Love  who  reveals  him- 
self as  the  son  of  Truth. 

Good  Character  Portrayals 

Generally  speaking,  the  dramat- 
ic talents  were  quite  equally  di- 
vided. Beth  Evans  as  the  repre- 
sentative of  womankind  gullible 
to  deceits  and  flattery,  was  an 
amiable  and  thoroughly  likeable 
character.  Her  companion,  Venice 
Whiting  as  pert,  nimble  Youth, 
Elaine  Brockbank  as  blooming 
Beauty,  and  Dama  Grant  as  reti- 
cent Modesty,  gave  commendable 
performances. 

Other  cast  members  which 
should  be  mentioned  for  their 
convincing  acting  were  George 
Lewis  who  played  Nobody,  Clif- 
ton Clinger  who  played  Wealth, 
and  Betty  Jane  Preston  who  play- 
ed the  role  of  Everywoman’s 
handmaiden,  Conscience.  The  cast 
also  included  Clyde  Checketts, 
Frances  Davis,  Joe  Lee,  Leonard 
Rice,  Boyd  Lake.  Dick  West, 
Keith  Nosack,  Elbert  Bennion, 
Stanford  Durrant,  Dick  Ollerton, 
Elizabeth  Hill,  Verda  Mae  Ful- 
ler, Theda  Henkie,  Louise  Ab- 
begg,  Inez  Stevens,  Ted  Smoot, 
and  LaVell  Ricks.

Conditions  in  the  library  have  been  improved,  but  they 
are  far  from  being  perfect.  The  committee  appreciates  sin- 
cerely the  cooperation  of  the  great  majority  of  the  student 
body  towards  this  endeavor. 

The  B.Y.U.  is  a hall  of  higher  learning,  and  while  none 
of  us  claim  to  be  a genius,  we  do 
wish  a quiet  library  where  we 
can  study,  (By  the  way,  if  a cer- 
tain “crusader”  would  change  the 
5 letter  word  on  the  seat  of  his 
pants— yeh  that’s  a fact — from 
‘Tuffy’  to  ‘quiet,’  then  he  might 
be  rendering  something  to  the 
school  a bit  more  constructive.) 

The  library  committee  wishes 
to  thank  the  ‘student  officials’  for 
their  splendid  work  carried  on  in 
the  library.  They  are  not  ‘librar- 
ian crusaders  who  creep  and 
scowl,’  but  they  are  selected  of- 
ficials who  are  being  paid  from 
the  library  fund  to  enforce  the 
rule  of  SILENCE  set  up  by  the 
library  committee.  The  work  of 
the  committee  has  the  approval  of 
the  student  body  officers  and  fa- 
culty. 

Fines  have  increased  consider- 
ably since  the  first  week.  Pre- 
viously chronic  disturbers  have 
been  given  a warning  by  the  of- 
ficials, but  now  the  officials  are 
not  held  under  obligation  to  do 
so.

Everybody’s  Baby — Poor 

Another  amusing  chapter  in 
the  lives  of  the  Jones  family. 
Again  we  have  a normal  family, 
their  reactions  to  joy  and  sor- 
row and  their  loyalty  to  each  oth- 
er. The  actors,  in  amusing  situa- 
tions, show  up  the  foolishness  of 
elaborate  methods  of  rearing  chil- 
dren. Good  entertainment  for  the 
family,  but,  as  usual,  there  is  the 
usual  Hollywood  over  indulgence 
in  drinking. 

The  Story— Poor 

“If  about  midway  of  ‘The 
Storm,’  which  has  just  blown  into 
the  Rivoli,  you  get  an  unexplain- 
able, J.  - B.  - Priestly  sort  of 
feeling  that  you  have  been  there 
before,  don’t  let  it  upset  you  . . . 
It  was  less  than  three  weeks  ago, 
in  a Paramount  picture  entitled 
‘King  of  Alcatraz,’  that  a nurse 
on  shipboard  performed  a criti- 
cal operation  while  a surgeon  di- 
rected her  timid  scalpel  by  wire- 
less . . . All  that  really  concerns 
us  is  the  fact  that  the  picture,  in 
this  case,  doesn’t  recover  from 
the  operation.  . . . The  vitality 
of  the  story  was  just  too  low  to 
begin  with.  The  operation  came 
too  late,  in  more  ways  than  one.” 

Mother  Carey’s  Chickens  — Good 

“Right  down  to  its  pinfeathers, 
‘Mother  Carey’s  Chickens’  is  a 
good  show  . . . Old-fashioned  it 
may  be.  Possibly  it  deserves  that 
priggish  adjective  ‘wholesome.’ 
But  it’s  a rollicking,  folksy  com- 
edy for  all  its  vintage  and  as  de- 
lightful an  entertainment  as  one 
dare  hope  to  meet  in  such  un- 
pleasant weather.” 

Stanley  and  Livingstone  — Good. 

“An  outstanding  feat  of  journ- 
alism and  explanation  is  skillfully 
and  sensibly  dramatized  ini 
‘Stanley  and  Livingstone.’  The 
film  has  emotional  and  ideological 
contents  as  well  as  being  an  in- 
triguing record  of  an  African 
trek.  What  distinguished  it  as 
much  as  anything,  to  my  mind, 
is  the  show’s  lack  of  hokum.  . . 
(The  film)  is  more  documentary 
than  conventionally  dramatic  in 
treatment,  but  that  gives  it  a 
peculiar  and  entertaining  appeal.” 

The  Fighting  69th — Mediocre 

War  film.  It  is  based  on  the 
famous  69th  New  York  Regiment 
which  had  a distinguished  record 
during  the  World  War.  Woven 
into  the  plot  is  the  rejuvenation 
of  a tough  and  cowardly  private 
who  aids  his  regiment  at  the  cost 
of  ihis  life,  the  spiritual  work  of 
the  famous  Father  Duffy,  and  the 
work  of  the  regiment  itself  in 
France.  As  a mean  little  Brook- 
lyn runt  who  turns  yellow  irn  his 
first  charge  over  the  top,  scream- 
ing in  panic  and  drawing  the  fire 
of  the  Germans  over  his  regiment, 
and  who  proves  himself  a hero  of 
the  Argonne,  Cagney  shows  him- 
self, as  ever,  the  final  expert  in 
the  study  of  jangling,  rotten 
nerves. 

Propagandic  values,  as  usual, 
questioned.
